UZBEK S8R GETS FIRST ELECTRIC TRACTOR — Bakiaekiy Raboohiy, No 66, 5 Apr 


On k April, the first electric tractor, the BTK-8, wae put into operation at 
the "KcMmiet* Kolkhoz in Uzhekietan. The tractor vae built and equipped at 
the Central Mechanization Station of the All-Union Scientific Research Institute 
of Cotton Growing. A 5 00 -me ter cable, extending from a portable transformer 
connected to & power line, feeds the first electric tractor to be used in 
cotton cultivation. Engineer V. T. Danil’chenko, director of the group of 
deslpiers who made the tractor, told a Tass correspondent that the electric 
tractor oould plow up to 20 hectares from one point of connection with the 
power line, and could work O.A hectares per hour. The tractor may be used 
to plow, sow, cultivate, and harvest Asiatic cotton, as well as for other field 
operations. Operating costs are 60 percent cheaper than the usual tractor.
